Program Committee

Directors. The committee was ap- 
pointed early in 1924, has held many 
meetings and will continue to func- 
tion; this report, as mentioned, be- 
ing merely one to show the progress 
of its deliberations. The committee 
was not requested to investigate spe- 
cifie projects and so has limited dis- 
cussions and the report to funda- 
mental lines of effort.

Important Phases Considered 


SHE report of the committee, 
whose appointment is so closely 
in line with the slgan of Dallas, “The 
City- Where Men Are Looking For- 
ward,” is as follows, -with some of 


the most important subjects con- 
sidered listed at the outset: 

Among the many matters discussed 
in our meetings, the following may be 

mtioned as indicating the scope of 
our discussions: 

Water supply. 

Auditorium. 

Suburban additions—regulation and 
annexation. 

Large county parks to supplement 
smaller city parks. 

Developing existing parks and con- 
necting them by bouvelards. 

Better main highways into and 
through Dallas, especially the con- 
necting links between the city and 
county pavements. 

Special tax for city pavement main- 
tenance, to avoid directing mainten- 
ance funds to new pavement projects. 

Development service work in trade 
territory. 

Transportation problems, including 
city street railway matters, as well 
as those relating to railroads and in- 
terurbans. 

Street w:dening and extension prob- 
lems. 

Flood control and the relation to 
this problem of reservoir construc- 
tion on the upper watershed. 

Use of southwestern capital to de- 
velop southwestern industries. 

How to insure sound legislation as 
an encouragement to _ out-of-state 
business institutions to make perma- 
nent investments in Dallas. 

Dallas northwest highway to give 
direct connection with Panhandle and 
Plains country. 

Consolidated rural high schools for 
county districts. 

Railway mail facilities into and out 
of Dallas. 

More late trains leaving Dallas at 
night. 

Beautifying approaches to city 
along railroads, and highway ap- 
proaches to our residental districts. 

Better fire prevention, health pro- 
tection and public safety work. 


Co-operation Asked 
N asking for the co-operation of 
the citizenship of Dallas in carry- 
ing forward a constructive program 
for the future, the twenty-five-year 
program committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce feels that it would be 


recreant to its duty if it did not ex- 
press its appreciation of the whole- 
hearted, city-wide spirit of pulling to- 
gether which has characterized our 
civic and commercial efforts of the 
past, and which has been the largest 
single contribution to the present su- 
premacy of our city. The committee 
calls upon a united citizenship to 
jealously guard the famous “Dallas 
Spirit” and to redouble its efforts in 
the direction of community co-opera- 
tion for a greater Dallas. 

The commercial supremacy of Dal- 
las is unquestioned. This has been a 
magnet to draw thousands of indus- 
tries here. Permanent leadership, 
however, demands that we look and 
plan a long ways ahead. 

Much has also been done to make 
Dallas a delightful place in which to 
live, but a great deal remains to be 
dore to make it the city beautiful 
which will attract the many who have 
accumulated a competence and desire 
to locate amid surroundings conducive 
to cultural development. 


Dallas is endowed with many natu- 
ral advantages as a residential city 
and a proper development of these 
resources on an extensive scale will 
add dignity and charm as nothing 
else can, and at the same time prove 
a tremendous commercial asset. As 
one of our members has so well ex- 
pressed it, “Dallas’ commercial and 
industrial interests more or less meet 
their future situations through the 
impetus of competition, but it is the 
other side of life, namely, the beau- 
tification of the community, that is 
apt to be neglected, and, therefore, it 
is along this line that I think our 
strongest recommendations should 
lie. 

City Planning Stressed 

N INTERESTING feature of the 
work of the committee which de- 
veloped early in its deliberations is 
that its members are interested more 
in “City Planning” than any other 
subject discussed. The committee 
realizes that in making suggestions 
along this line it might be considered 
as trespassing upon the work of our 
splendid Kessler Plan Association and 
the duties of our City Plan Commis- 
sion and other governmental bodies; 
yet it feels that there can be no con- 
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flict of interests, as we are all work- 
ing harmoniously for the good of 
Dallas. 

The committee recommends that 
steps be immediately taken to put 
into effect a complete city plan for 
Dallas and vicinity, and wishes to go 
on record to the effect that in its 
judgment the Kessler Plan should be 
followed. 

We recommend that the City Com- 
mission be requested to include in its 
budget a sufficient sum for the pur- 
pose of republishing and distributing 
the Kessler Plan, including all later 
revisions made under Mr. Kessler’s 
personal direction, and for the employ- 
ment from time to time, as found 
desirable, of city planning consultants 
of national reputation to assist in 
carrying out the Kessler program. 
The Kessler Plan, among other things, 
includes a proper system of zoning 
for the protection of property values, 
as well as the symmetrical develop- 
ment of the city. 


Small Progress Made. 


LTHOUGH it is several years 
A since Mr. Kessler first began his 
very exhaustive study of Dallas’ fu- 
ture needs and made the first of his 
many recommendations embodied in 
the complete Kessler Plan, very small 
progress has been made toward its 
fulfillment. In the meantime, the 
city has doubled in population, traf- 
fic conditions have grown far more 
acute and mounting real estate values 
have more than doubled the cost of 
some of the improvements proposed, 
many of which are twice as urgent 
now as then. 

Further delay means the need will 
be more and more acute and the cost 
will be still higher. Although the 
cost is now great we believe it the 
part of good business, and that money 
will be saved in doing it, to syste- 
matically carry out the far-reaching 
improvements embodied in the Kess- 
ler Plan to their entirety. Desiring 
to be as helpful as possible, we have 
appointed a special committee to work 
out the details of some practical and 
equitable method of financing the 
most important of the Kessler Plan 
improvements through a given period 
of years, so that the tax rate would 
not be materially increased in any one 
year. This would probably take the 
form of a large bond issue. Several 
of the most progressive American 
cities are now following this plan, 
including St. Louis, Mo., Dayton, 
Ohio, Albany, N. Y., and others. The 
|personnel of this committee follows: 
Edward Titche, chairman; S. W. King, 
Karl Hoblitzelle, George B. Dealey, 
J. Perry Burrus and T. M. Cullum. 

Certainly the total cost of such im- 
provements is not properly charge- 
able to benefited real estate in its 
immediate vicinity. This system has 
made such projects slow of consum- 
mation. When a great thoroughfare is 
widened or straightened the entire 
citizenship is benefited, and should 
pay its just proportion of the cost in 
like manner as the adjoining bene- 
fited property. Furthermore, it 
should not be forgotten that the pro- 
posed Kessler Plan improvements will 
not only increase existing assessable 
property values, but will result in new 


development work by private initia- 
tive, which will create entirely new 
assessable property values. 
Tax Limit Nearly Reached 
LTHOUGH our present tax limit 
has been practically reached al- 
ready, we understand there are sev- 
eral ways in which this could be in- 
creased by the necessary legislation. 

In carrying out the Kessler Plan, 
we believe special attention should be 
given to the poorer sections of the 
city, with a view to eliminating as 
far as possible what is sometimes 
termed “tenement” districts in the 
bigger cities. Nor should we forget 
that our colored population represents 
a considerable portion of the commu- 
nity, and that the environment under 
which they live should receive care- 
ful study. 

It is the opinion of the committee 
that the Kessler Plan street widening 
and extension projects in the business 
district should receive first consid- 
eration, even ahead of flood control 
work or other important features of 
the plan. 

The Chamber of Commerce will 
have wrought well, if it can help the 
city and county governments, the 
City Flan Commission, the Park 
Board and the Kessler Plan Associa- 
tion to develop a greater and greater 
interest among our citizens in a, con- 
structive city planning program. 

Southwest Development 

HE important relation that ex- 

ists between the City of Dallas 
and the so-called Southwest trade ter- 
ritory, including Texas, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and New Mex- 
ico, should, in the opinion of this 
committee, receive more consideration 
in the future. 

In the long run, Dallas cannot 
grow faster than her trade territory. 
Our future success as a city, and 
particularly as the leading community 
in the Southwest, depends on the 
growth and development of the cities, 
towns, villages and individual farms 
throughout this area. 

Based on the experience of other 
cities, more than seventy-five per 
cent of all the business done by our 
large concerns is with customers lo- 
cated not in Dallas, but in the com- 
munities of Texas and adjoining 
States. With this single fact of pri- 
mary importance before us, would it 
not be wise for Dallas to give serious 
consideration to an organized pro- 
gram for helping these communities 
become more prosperous? 

St. Louis, Los Angeles and a few 
other cities have done this effectively 
by the organization of a development 
service bureau in the Chamber of 
Commerce through which practical 
assistance in agricultural and com- 
munity problems is given on request 
and without charge to any community 
in the territory. As a result of this 
friendly service to a neighbor, the 
prosperity of that locality is placed 
on a sounder basis, its purchasing 
power is increased, and its people have 
an increased desire for communica- 
tion and trade in the city which gave 
them the service. 

At the present, our Chamber is co- 
operating along these lines with the 


communities of Dallas County, and 
we recommend that at the earliest 
possible date provision be made to 
provide a real development service 
for communities throughout our 
Southwest trade territory. In our 
opinion this activity, as much as any 
other single thing, will make is pos- 
sible for Dallas to effectively main- 
tain her leadership in this territory. 


More Highways Needed 
OTWITHSTANDING the fact 
that the wholesale merchants of 
Dallas offer semiannually to pay the 
round-trip fare to Dallas of retail 
merchants in this trade territory, dur- 
ing the last so-called “market season” 
more than 40 per cent of the visiting 
merchants came via automobile. 
This illustration serves to empha- 
size the constantly increasing impor- 
tance to the city dweller of good 
highways, to say nothing of the im- 
portance to the farmer to have at his 
door a means of access to and from 
markets and the resulting increase in 
land values. 


When a complete system of im- 
proved highways extends across our 
State in both directions and connects 
up with highways from Northern, 
Eastern and Western cities, tens of 
thousands will annually be added to 
the number of winter tourists who 
frequent this section. 

Texas has heretofore laid little 
stress to its claims as a winter re- 
sort, but its mild climate, abundance 
of sunshine and excellent hotel and 
apartment accommodations can be 
capitalized into a tremendous asset 
through appropriate advertising. 

We recommend that the Chamber 
of Commerce increase its efforts to 
have Dallas connected by permanent 
improved highways with the princi- 
pal communities in Texas and adjoin- 
ing States. 

Transportation Suggestions 
. oo committee has given serious 

consideration to the problem of 
increasing the transportation facili- 
ties of Dallas, in order that such 
facilities adequately meet the de- 
mands of the future. In this connec- 
tion, members of the committee have 
taken an active interest in an en- 
deavor to effect an arrangement 
whereby the Fort Worth & Denver 
City Railway (Burlington System) 
would come directly into Dallas and 
provide terminal facilities here for 
themselves and the Trinity & Brazos 
Valley Railroad (also a link in the 
Burlington System). Indications now 
are that these efforts on the part of 
the Chamber of Commerce and your 
committee will be substantially re- 
warded in the very near future. 

The officials of the Gulf, Colorado 
& Santa Fe Railway are fully aware 
of the growing importance of Dallas 
as a manufacturing and shipping cen- 
ter. Interviews have been had with 
prominent officials of the Santa Fe 
System and several tentative plans 
have been discussed with them for 
an enlargement of this system’s fa- 
cilities both in and into Dallas. Your 
committee can report with assurance 
that the officials of this great rail-

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Making Entertainment 
Plans for Veterans

ERFECTING of the organization 

to arrange for and handle the 
entertainment of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans’ Convention, to be held 
in Dallas, May, 19-22, is being rapidly 
worked out under the direction of Col. 
J. T. Trezevant, chairman, and George 
Waverley Briggs, vice chairman, of 
the general arrangements committee 
of more than fifty named by Mayor 
Louis Blaylock, acting with authority 
of the City Commission. 

W. D. Jones, president of the Presi- 
dents’ Club, has accepted the chair- 
manship of the Finance Committee, 
the members of the committee being 
the personnel of the Presidents’ Club, 
which is comprised of the presidents 
of the various service clubs of Dallas, 
most of which hold weekly luncheons. 
Various other committees are being 
named. It is estimated that $40,000 
will be needed for the entertainment 
of the Veterans, Sons of Veterans and 
affiliated women’s organizations and 
other visitors, the total number of 
which may pass 30,000. Some of 
Dallas’ best speakers presented the 
task of Dallas and the finance com- 
mittee before meetings of various lo- 
cal organizations. 

Dallas has entertained the Veterans 
but once before and that was at the 
beginning of this century. It is as- 
sured that Dallas will never have the 
opportunity to entertain them again, 
as other Southern cities will be in 
line, and the youngest of the Veterans 
is now more than three-score and ten 
years of age.

tions, the largest of which is that of 
the State School Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, which will bring some 6,000 to 
7,000 here for Thanksgiving Day this 
fall and the two following days. It 
is considered, from the standpoint of 
the Convention Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce, one of the 
most valuable and important, if not 
the most important, of the annual 
State conventions. 


The Convention Department has ap- 
proximately 100 conventions listed 
for 1925, including those that already 
have been held this year, and Dallas 
will be chosen for a number of other 
conventions for this year. The De- 
partments, also has listed some 40 con- 
ventions, so far, for 1926, and has 
started work on several for 1927 and 
1928. One of the most important 
conventions for 1927 for which Dallas 


will work is the ‘Superintendents’ 
Division of the National Educational 
Association, which would bring some 
12,000 to 14,000 in February of that 
year. 


Upon invitation from local produce 
men and_ representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Texas 
Poultry, Butter & Egg Association, 
meeting at Fort Worth recently, 
chose Dallas for its 1926 spring con- 
vention. The National Oil Mill 
Superintendents’ Association is a 
convention not heretofore announced 
in this magazine. It will hold its 
convention at the Jefferson Hotel 
May 27-29. In the Confederate 
Veterans’ Reunion, to be held here 
May 19-22, Dallas will have one of 
the largest gatherings ever staged in 
Texas. The Texas State Manufac- 
turers’ Association will have its an- 
nual meeting here, beginning May 25. 


The Publicity Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce has arranged 
for articles and photographs regard- 
ing Dallas to appear in the Hardware 
Age, New York, the Hardware 
World, St. Louis and the Southern 
Hardware & Implement Journal, At- 
lanta, in connection with the joint 
convention of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association and the Ameri- 
can Hardware Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, here April 21-24.

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The Lengthening Shadow of the Dallas Skyline 





=y]VERY year has witnessed 
Ai the growth of the fa- 
mous. Dallas __ skyline, 
claimed by many to be 
the second most impres- 
pms) sive skyline in America, 
until today there are 107 buildings 
from 5 to 29 stories in height. These 
buildings represent a total of 839 
stories and if placed end to end they 
would pierce the sky to a height of 
11,746 feet or more than two miles. 
If a single man owned them he 
would be classed among the world’s 
richest men, as they represent a re- 
placement value of nearly $75,000,- 
000. 






In the Praetorian Building, 15 
stories, started in 1904 and completed 
in 1908, Dallas can claim the first 
building of real skyscraper propor- 
tions in the Southwest. When the 
Linz Building, 7 stories, was completed 
in 1899 it was regarded with awe and 
visitors frequented it to view our 
city from its top. Yet today this 
building and similar structures are 
but substantial commercial edifices of 
moderate size when compared with 
the 29 story Magnolia Building tow- 
ering 402 feet in the air. 

Since 1919 almost a score of large 
buildings have been added to the sky- 
line which has helped to place Dallas 
as the 24th city in the Nation in 
building for past six years with a 
total of $111,199,638 worth of con- 
struction. 

This year will witness the comple- 
tion of several important buildings. 
The Baker Hotel, 18 stories, is being 
actively pushed and it is hoped to 
have it completed in time for the 
State Fair. Two more eight-story 
units of the Santa Fe Building will 
add impressiveness to that already 
imposing structure. The completion 
of the 22-story annex of the Adolphus 
Hotel will make this hostelry the 
largest in the Southwest. Several 
other important projects such as the 
Allen Building, 22 stories, and an 8- 
story apartment hotel on Turtle Creck 
Boulevard will soon be under way. 

Upon the termination of construc- 
tion now in progress or soon to be 
started Dallas will have 114 buildings 
from 5 to 29 stories in height. The 
present buildings are grouped in the 
following detailed list:

Traffic Bureau of Chamber 
fiets Things Done 


ECENTLY news was carried of 

the recommendation of Exam- 
iner W. A. Disque, of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in favor of 
the requests made by the Traffic De- 
partment of the Dallas Chamber, in 
co-operation with other agencies, for 
a complete revision over rates as af- 
fecting Dallas. This victory will like- 
ly result in benefits for Dallas so 
great as to be almost incalculable. 


And now several other important 
accomplishments of the Traffic De- 
partment of the Chamber may be 
chronicled. The dairy and poultry in- 
terests of the State will be greatly 
benefited by a decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission prevent- 
ing increased rates on such products 
shipped out of the State. As an ex- 
ample, the decision means a saving of 
$140 a car on live poultry shipped 
from Texas to New York City. Since 
about: 3,000 cars of such poultry are 
shipped by Texas to New York an- 
nually, this would mean a saving of 
some $420,000 a year on this one item 
to this one market. The Dallas Cham- 
ber was the leading prosecutor of this 


case. 
Still 


another recent decision in 


which the Dallas Chamber was most 
active was in the matter of express 
rates, recently appearing in the press. 
The action means a saving of at least 
$100,000 to Dallas retailers annually, 
it is estimated. 


Dallas wholesalers are assured 50% 
speedier service into the West Texas 
territory served by the Santa Fe 
through the addition of nine package 
cars out of Dallas by that road. The 
cars began operation March 1. This 
highly appreciated additional service 
was worked out in detail following a 
conference with Santa Fe officials 
and a visit to Santa Fe freight con- 
centration points by A. L. Reed, traffic 
counsel of the Chamber of Commerce. 


Still another matter on which the 
Chamber of Commerce long has been 
working is the entrance of the Fort 
Worth & Denver City Railroad into 
Dallas. Within a short time plans are 
to be announced for a celebration here 
in honor of the arrival of the first 
Fort Worth & Denver train. Direct 
connection with Denver long has been 
desired by Dallas.

Cotton Mill Industry Grows 
in South 


How leadership in the cotton mill 
industry is shifting from the New 
England States to the South is shown 
in an article by Richard W. Edmonds, 
editor of the Manufacturers’ Record, 
in a recent issue, an excerpt from 
which follows: 


In 1880 the South had 687,066 ac- 
tive spindles and 14,754 active looms, 
while the rest of the country, which 
means New England principally, had 
about fourteen and a half times as 
many, or 9,966,369 active spindles and 
211,005 active looms. In 1923 the 
South had 16,334,000 active spindles 
and 305,577 active looms, while the 
rest of the country had 19,916,000 ac- 
tive spindles and 390,040 active looms. 


The number of cotton spindles active 
during December, 1924, in the cotton- 
growing States of the South was 
16,785,629, compared with 14,278,058 
active spindles in the New England 
States; or, strictly speaking, last De- 
cember the cotton-growing States of 
the South had 2,507,571 active spin- 
dles more than the reported active 
spindleage of New England. On Dec. 
31, 1924, the cotton-growing States of 
the South had 17,359,420 spindles in 
place, compared with 18,561,220 spin- 
dles in place in the New England 
States, but the active spindle hours 
for December in the cotton-growing 
States was 4,624,716,928, or 266 hours 
per spindle in place, while New 
England reported 2,867,153,619 active 
spindle hours, or only 154 hours per 


spindle in place.

road system are fully alive to the pos- 
sibilities as well as the future needs 
of Dallas and to the end that we can 
confidently expect even greater con- 
sideration and co-operation from them 
in the future than we have enjoyed in 

the past. 

The officials of the Southern Pa- 
cific, Texas & Pacific and Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas, as well as other sys- 
tems, all evidence by their present 
activities that they also are fully 
aware of the great volume of busi- 
ness that it will be necessary to 
provide for here, and we have every 
reason to believe that, with a con- 
tinued and proper co-operation from 
the citizenship of Dallas, these great 
transportation systems will not only 
fit themselves to handle the greater 
volume of business we know will ma- 
terialize, but we also want to urge 
that all of these systems be encour- 
aged to anticipate in advance and 
provide that which will be required 
of them. 

Trolley Company Lauded 

HE committee has also given 
‘Rass attention to the question 
of city transportation. Obviously, a 
consideration of the needs of Dallas 
for the next twenty-five years would 
be incomplete if this important sub- 
‘ject was not given consideration. It is 
quite generally conceded that street 
car facilities and service now enjoyed 
in Dallas are comparable with that of 
any city of our size in the country. 
This condition reflects great credit 
upon the management of the Dallas 
Railway Company, as well as upon 
the City Commission and Supervisor 
of Public Utilities. The question has 
been raised as to whether or not the 
present franchise, coupled with the 
short time agreements being made 
between the city and the railway com- 
pany, are such as to permit the rail- 
way company to properly finance the 
extensions that should be under more 
or less constant construction, in order 
to anticipate the rapidly growing re- 
quirements of the city and its en- 
virons. The committee feels that this 
is an important subject, and we be- 
lieve that the present status of af- 
fairs might be materially improved 
if definite commitments could be 
made and agreements arrived at that 
would make it possible for the rail- 
way company to more effectively 
finance the extensions and improve- 
ments that will all the time be neces- 
sary, in addition to maintaining the 
present standard of service; all of 
which should be done in such manner 
as to properly protect the interests 
of the public. 

For More Manufacturing 

S a great distributing center 

there is of necessity a limit to 
the growth and development of Dal- 
las, but as a manufacturing center 
there is no limit. 

Furthermore, the principle of man- 
ufacturing the finished product as 
near as possible to the source of pro- 
duction is fundamentally and econom- 
ically correct. 

There is no sane reason why we 
should ship cotton to New England 
or the Southeastern States to be man- 
ufactured into cloth, paying freight 












in both directions and profits to va- 
rious handlers. Nor is there any rea- 
son why we should ship cucumbers, 
on.ons and cauliflower by the carload 
to Pittsburgh, nor fruit and vegeta- 
bles by the trainload to Eastern man- 
ufacturing centers to be canned and 


preserved and returned at high prices.. 


All of these things can and should 
be manufactured in Texas, reducing 
the cost to the consumer and at the 
same time increasing the price paid 
for farm products. 

Guarding Investments 

T is urgent that something be done 

to check the ever-increasing volume 
of money that is annually invested 
in worthless stocks of fly-by-night 
concerns that offer large returns. Our 
Better Business Bureau is already ac- 
t:ve along these lines and their ef- 
forts should be supported by every 
one. 

Dallas should lead in a movement 
to encourage the investment of South- 
western money in sound local busi- 
ness and industrial enterprises in the 
Southwest and the committee recom- 
mends the establishment by private 
capital of a large trust company or 
financial institution to deal exclu- 
sively in high-class stocks of South- 
western corporations. With a suffi- 
cient staff of economic and industrial 
experts such a concern can foster, 
direct and build up worthy institu- 
tions to the mutual profit of indus- 
tries and investors and to the general 
good of the community.
